The “Countdown to Reality” kicked off Saturday with Senior Day on the 
University Yard, attracting only a small crowd. “Reading days were nixed this 
year, so everyone has to study this weekend,” said Laura Taddeucci, a senior 
and an intern in the Office of Campus Activities. “We decided to do simpler 
events on Saturday and Sunday hoping for more of a turnout.” 

Sunday evening’s event was the “Monumental Bus Tour.” Seniors got a last 
look at the Washington city lights aboard the GW double-decker bus. 

“Most seniors have never ridden the bus. They’ve just seen it and made fun 
of it,” said senior Amy Schmidt, a member of the Senior Week planning 
committee. “Now, here’s their chance.”

Tuesday night. “We thought this movie was particularly appropriate,” senior 
and planning committee member Adam Himmelfarb said. 

Wednesday evening’s event is a wine tasting at the Colonial Commons with 
free wine and appetizers for seniors. 

On Thursday, the Class of 1994 celebrates Cinco de Mayo on the fifth floor 
of the Marvin Center with free bowling, pool and arcade games. 

Friday night, seniors’ “Last Night in Paradise,” will be celebrated on the H 
Street Terrace with tropical fruit drinks and a steel drum band. 

Senior Week culminates Saturday night with the Monumental Celebration 
at Union Station, sponsored by GW’s Office of Special Events. The Celebra- 
tion is a black-tie dinner with live entertainment for seniors and their families.

health care task force last spring in the 
Smith Center. 

Clinton was asked to speak because 
GW President Stephen Joel Trachten- 
berg said she will “inspire GW gradu- 
ates as they embark on their career and 
life paths.” 

About 4,800 students will graduate 
at the ceremony on the Ellipse. The 
University expects 20,000 people to 
attend. 

Student reaction to the selection of 
the first lady as keynote speaker has 
been mixed, though most students 
agree that she will bring national 
attention to GW. Several students said 


Clinton is a natural choice to speak 
because the ceremony takes place 
behind the White House in her 
backyard. 

Jon Friebert, outgoing College 
Democrats president, said he looks 
forward to hearing the first lady speak. 
“She is a wonderful speaker,’ ’ he said. 
“I think that she will add quality to the 
program.” 

But College Republicans President 
Brandon Steinmann said he is 
“disgusted” because Clinton has 
destroyed “the image of the first 
lady.” He added, however, that he is 
happy the University was able to 
attract a well-known speaker. 

Clinton will receive an honorary 
doctor of public service degree at 
Commencement.

Law student remembered 
with posthumous honors 


The 1994 George Washington University Presi- 
dent’s Medal will be awarded posthumously to a 
National Law Center graduate who was killed in 
Russia last fall. 

Terry Michael Duncan, a 1993 law center graduate, 
was the first American to die during an uprising in 
Moscow last October. He was shot in the head during 
an attack outside a television and radio station. 

Duncan was killed trying to protect New York 
Times photographer Otto Pohl, who was shot in the 
lungs during the attack. Duncan already had pulled 
several people to safety before he was killed; Pohl 
survived. 

Duncan traveled to Moscow shortly after he 
graduated to learn about setting up a business in Russia, 
said his father, Robert Duncan, of Baton Rouge, La. He 


was a bystander in the crowd outside when pro- 
Parliament forces attacked and tried to take over the 
station. 

“I don’t think you have to be brave to do heroic 
things,” Duncan’s father said in an interview earlier 
this year. “This was on the spur of the moment. He 
probably didn’t give it a second thought.” 

The Washington Post reported at the time that more 
than 150 people were killed and 600 injured in the two- 
day attack. Six other Americans were injured. 

The President’s Medal is the highest honor GW 
President Stephen Joel Trachtenberg bestows in the 
name of the University. Trachtenberg will present the 
medal to Duncan’s parents during Commencement 
ceremonies May 8.

GW confers eight 
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ingredients 
for a perfect 
date: 
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honorary

About 40 years ago, GW alumnus 
Thaddeus Lindner sat as a student in 
history professor Roderic H. Davi- 
son’s classroom. 

This year, the two men will share 
the stage at Sunday’s Commencement 
ceremony where they both will 
receive honorary degrees. 

“It’s a very high honor,” said Lind- 
ner, who graduated in 1951. “I was 
flabbergasted . . . (Receiving the 
degree) was something that I’ve never 
dreamed of. I’m looking forward to 
it.” 

Lindner, an emeritus member of the 
Board of Trustees, will receive a 
doctor of public service degree. Davi- 
son, now a professor emeritus of 
history, will receive a doctor of 
humane letters degree. 

Davison retired in 1986 after teach- 
ing European history, European diplo- 
matic history, history of the Near East 
and a survey course in Western civili- 
zation. He taught part time until 1992. 

He said he was pleased that a 
former student of his also will receive 
the honorary degree. “I remember that 
he was a good student,” Davison said. 

Julie Mangis, the Commencement 
project coordinator for University 
Relations, said she thinks it is “inter- 
esting” that two of the degree reci- 
pients have GW ties. 

“There seems to be a family 
connection this year. This is not the 
way it’s been in the past,” she said. 
“We have some pretty distinguished 
alumni.” 

While at GW, Lindner began a 
business that grew into Colonial Park- 
ing Inc. The operation is now the 
largest commercial parking company 
in the Washington area and one of the 
largest in the country, according to a 
statement from University Relations. 

Davison, a former history depart- 
ment chairman, began his career at 
GW in 1947. He also served on the 
Faculty Senate and on the dean’s 
councils in the Columbian College of 
Arts and Sciences. Davison is a 
specialist in modem European and 
Near Eastern history. 

In addition to Linder and Davison, 
journalist Elizabeth Drew and histo- 
rian John Hope Franklin also will 
receive honorary degrees. 

Drew will receive a doctor of letters 


degrees 

degree. She was the Washington 
correspondent for The New Yorker 
for 19 years and has written for the 
New York Times Magazine and The 
Atlantic Monthly. She has also written 
seven books. 

Franklin is regarded as the foremost 
authority on African-American 
history. He also will receive a doctor 
of humane letters degree. 

A former professor at Duke Univer- 
sity’s Law School, Franklin is the 
James B. Duke Professor Emeritus 
there. He has written 10 books and 
numerous articles on slavery, free- 
dom, segregation and civil rights. 
Davison called him “a fine historian.”. 
First lady Hillary Rodham Clinton, 
the keynote speaker, also will receive 
an honorary doctor of public service, 
Mangis said.

Mangis also announced the honor- 
ary degree recipients for the School of 
Medicine and Health Sciences’ May 
27 Commencement and the National 
Law Center’s May 29 ceremony. 

The law center will confer honorary 
doctor of laws degrees on retired 
Supreme Court Justice William J. 
Brennan and Joyce Hens Green, U.S. 
district judge for the District of 
Columbia. Green is the ceremony’s 
keynote speaker. Brennan is the first 
Supreme Court justice to receive an 
honorary GW degree, Mangis said. 

U.S. Surgeon General Joycelyn 
Elders will receive an honorary doctor 
of public service degree from the 
medical school. She will deliver the 
keynote address as well, Mangis said. 
Robert Petersdorf, president emeritus 
of the Association of American Medi- 
cal Colleges, will receive an honorary 
doctor of science degree at the 
ceremony. 
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P ARKING: Each graduate will receive 
one parking permit for May 9. This per- 
mit will be valid for May 9 only, for one 
space near the Ellipse area or on campus in des- 
ignated lots (see page 15).
